There were between 30 and 
40 people on board, four being women 
It is supposed that several persons were 
drowned, though there is no positive 
proof of more than one being drowned. 
In spite of the severity of the acci 
dent, there w as no panic. 
Most of the 
persons were ou the upper deck only half 
dozen were on the lower deck. Most of 
the passengers m anaged to obtain life 
preservers. 
Some others who could not 
obtain them, about half a dozen, swam 


ashore. 
The City of A ugusta stopped after the 
accident, but apparently no boats were 
launched, and in the brief space of time 
which elapsed, nothing w as done to as 
Mist the persons in the water. Estim ates 
m ade by the persons who succeeded in 
escaping vary widely, some thinking it 
possible that only one loss of life result­ 
ed, while others believe that at least a 
score of persons were drawn into the 
w hirling stream as the ferryboat sank.
